Low, indeed, must a journalist have 
fallen when ho resorts to means so 
paltry and so despicable iii ordi>r to 
impose iqion the public by creating' 
the impression thatiiis paper, altliou.y'li 
sadly iu disrepute at home, stands well 
abroad. Twice convicted! Lut how 
often has the culprit escaped detect ion ? 
One experiences diliiculty in tindini^' 
words adecj^uately to express tlie loath- 
ing with which every honorable mind 
must regard conduct so disgraceful in 
a noble profession. Should there be 
any who experience diineidtv in believ- 
ing that Victoria has a so-called jour- 
nalist capable of Hucli conduct, they

And this is the fellow 
who, with his "third page," has been 
subsidized to whitewash the Cabinet of 
"lawyers and blacken their bcttm-s for 
a dollar a day!
